Infectious  Diseases. 

In  1940,  a  total  of  1,089  notifications  of  notifiable  infectious 
diseases  were  recorded.  In  1941,  492  notifications  were  recorded. 

The  increased  number  of  notifications  in  1940  was  due 
almost  entirely  to  the  large  number  of  cases  of  measles  occurring 
in  this  area,  875  cases  being  notified  as  compared  with  111  in 

1941. 

On  the  other  hand,  269  cases  of  Whooping  Coup  were  noti¬ 
fied  in  1941  as  compared  with  27  in  1940. 

There  were  fewer  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  rather  more 
cases  of  diphtheria  in  1941  as  compared  with  1940. 

5  cases  of  eerebro-spinal-meningitiis  came  under  observation 
in  1940,  but  in  1941,  16  cases  were  notified.  This  increase 
coincided  with  the  general  increase  of  this  disease  throughout 
the  country  in  1941. 

1 1  cases  of  dysentery  were  notified.  The  cases  were  pre¬ 
sumed  in  each  instance  to  be  of  the  Sonne  type,  in  some  cases 
this  diagnosis  was  confirmed.  From  information  received  by 
inquiry,  the  disease  was  more  prevalent  than  is  suggested  by 
the  figures  of  notifications. 

There  is  no  appreciable  increase  shown  in  tuberculosis,  pul¬ 
monary  or  non-pulmonary.
